During the coming year , scientists of the State University vlll conduct 
18 scientific expeditions and excursions within the Karelo-Finnish SSR, The 
purposes of the expeditions were approved at the last meeting of the academic 
council of the university 

A group of scientific associates and students headed by Professor A Ya„ 
Kokiu, Doctor of Biological Sciences, will continue work on the introduction 
of branchy wheat in kolkhoz production. Another group of scientists has set 
itself the task of finding a more effective supplemental fertilization for crops. 
Workers of the Nizov - ye Kolkhoz of Pnonezhskly Rayon will take part in this work. 

Together with the Karelo -Finm sh Affiliate of the Academy of Sciences USSR, 
scientists cf the university will take part in a large, complex expedition in 
Olonetskly. Prys z m nak.iy, Suoyarvskiy, and Petrovskiy rayons to study the pos- 
sibilities of economic utilization of pest bogs. 

A giuup of scientists heeded by Professor T . F Prav&in will conduct an 
icnthyo logical and hydrclogl cs 1 study of .Svyat Lake and other lakes in the 
southern Karelo -Pi nn; sh SSR. Candidates and stuo/t-nts of the faculty of biology, 
under toe direction of Professor ye. A Veselov, will investigate the physio- 
logical problem;- connected with the artificial cultivation of varieties of sal- 
mon under conditions prevailing in the Karelo-Finnish SSR, especially questions 
connec ted u; th the survival of 1 1 c fc i like /fish in the larval stage of development/ 
and fish fry

The expedition of the All-Union Scientific Research Cheat copharrtwceut, real 
Institute spent more than 5 months in the Kazakh SSR. P,. S., Mns.eagetov, its 
leader and head of the Chemical. -Botanic a 1 Laboratory, has studied the rich flora 
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of the Kazakh SSP. for almost 10 yea r a Toe e rpedJ tlon visited f’uzhno-Kazakh- 
stanskriya, A.lma •AtinsKays , Ts Ldy -K.ur ganskeya , Semipalatnsltaya,: and Vostochno- 
KazakinstenetayB oblasts, traveling more than lb-,000 ki. loiter 3 . 

More than bo types cf still uni nvestigated medicinal plants, used as pop- 
ular remedies for toe treatment of different diseases, were collected. The ex- 
pedition, for example, dLracted its attention to the broad-leaved gs.rlic plant 
(Allium ursinum) which grows in the Altsy, and according to the local inhab- 
itants i& successfully used i.n the treatment of hypertonia, Fizokhlen plants, 
extremely rich in alkaloids, have been die revered to the Semlrech’ye region. 
Interesting medicinal plants were also ccijeited along the upper course of the 
Irtysh diver,. All the plants collected will be carefully studied at the insti- 
tute.

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This runoff water after a rain may tie an Important source of water supply 
for the construction of the Mam -Turkmen Canal- To study the surface flow of 
rain water , the Administration of Hydrometeorological Service Turkmen SSR has 
established the Western Turkmen Bate -of -Water -Flaw Measurement Station In the 
southwestern portion of the Kara Kum Desert, in the foothills of the Kopet-Dag 
Range- Three prefabricated huts, where members of the station live and work;, 
have been aet up as the base of the station. Under the leadership of M . Bayu- 
shev, meteorologists tl„ Bobrovskiy, N. Stulova, Yu. Nesterenko, and A, Shekhovto- 
eva conduct meteoTologica.1 observations around the clock. Several times a day, 
the station makes weather reports to Ashkhabad. 

The workers of the station observe the evaporation of water that collects 
after ram, and the moisture of the soi.l at different depths. The results of 
these observations will be utilized in the construction of the canal and the 
reclamation of land m the zone to be irrigated and supplied with water. Agro- 
meteor ological observations are also being conducted here. Special instruments 
and devices to measure precipitation and water flow have been installed in ra- 
vines and pools near tbe station. Technical hydrologists v. Vlasenko, N„ Ugol'- 
hikov,- A.. Yeremin, T. Obadtln, G. Nemc.benko, end others are assigned to this 
wcrk- 

Methodrcal ' direction of the hydrological work at the station is carried out 
by the State Order of Labor Red Banner Hydrological. Institute- Every year 
during the precipitation season, it sends oul from leni.ngrsd sn expedition to 
observe the greatest possible amount of territory. i
